CHAOS AT 
WEMBLEY 


The Wembley of 
1923, that sunny day in 
April, was a scene never 
to be forgotten. 

The Stadium did not 
have the complete roof- 
ing system erected then. 
Admission was gained by 
payment at the turm- 
stiles, Advance booking 
was not thought neces- 
sary. 

Before the time of 
kick-off, the entire play- 
ing surface was just a 
surging mass of humanity 

_ at least 200,000 were 
in the Stadium built to 
hold less than half that 
number. Officials were 
overwhelmed ... police 
were powerless ... the 
King arrived, but there 
were no signs that the 
Final between Bolton 
Wanderers and West Ham 
would ever begi 

Spectators in the 
stands, who had given up 
hope, saw movement in 
mid-field. A space open- 
ed in the middle of the 
field, and attention 
focused on a policeman 
on a white horse. Slowly, 
the horse with loose 
reins, using his nose, his 
flanks and his rear, edged 
people away towards the 
touchlines and with the 
aid of foot police, clear- 
ed the pitch to enable 
the match to start about 
forty minutes late with 
spectators on the touch- 
lines. 

The match was com- 
pleted after several inter- 
ruptions. 

David Jack and Joe 
Smith scored for Bolton 
in a 20 victory, but 
honours for the day went 
to P. C. George Scorey 
and his white horse, 
Billy, who both received 
Royal recognition for 
their vital part in getting 
people off the arena in 


safety.

“Jock” Stephen, Mr Park Rangers 


“Jock” Stephen is weli known in Victorian soccer 
‘circles for two things. His association with Park 
Rangers Soccer Club and Vernons Soccer Pools. 

This quietly spoken, rather shy gentleman has a 
long and meritorious history in the annals of Vic- 
torian soccer, both as player and administrator. « 


TY: 


Wherever Park Rang- 
ers are playing, Jock is 
more than likely to be 
found, cheering his boys 
along, rejoicing in vic- 


tory, commiserating in 
defeat. 
‘A man with an en- 


cyclopedie knowledge of 
the game, both here and 
in the UK, his pools fore- 
casts are well known for 
their high percentage of 
correct results and his 
advice is eagerly sought 
and readily given. 


CANNY SCOT 


Born in Edinburgh be- 
fore the first world war 
started, John Hill 
Stephen was the young- 
est of three children. The 
eldest, brother Robert, 
died three years ago, but 
sister Janet is due to ar- 
rive in Melbourne in 
three weeks time, to stay 
twelve months with Jock 
and his wife. 

Jock was bom within 
a stones throw of Tyne- 
castle Park, home of the 
famous Scottish First 
Division club, Heart of 
Midlothian. 

“Hearts”, as they are 
popularly known, visited 
‘Australia in 1959, dock’s 
wife was convalescing 
after a big operation and 
Jock took her to Sydney 
for a holiday. 

Canny Scot that he is, 
choice of holiday was 
probably influenced by 
the fact that Hearts were 
playing there at the time. 

‘The New South Wales 
Federation had been 
formed as a breakaway 
from the old Association 
and was not then accept- 
ed by FIFA, so the visit- 
ors played a combined 
Association side and won 
Bk. 


RUGBY UNION 
AT SCHOOL 


As a boy Jock attend: 
ed George Heriots School 
in Edinburgh, and soccer 
was not played there. 
The boys were brought 
up to play Rugby Union 
and the school regularly 
produced lads who made 
the Scottish National 
Rugby side. 

Jock laughingly re- 
calls going to watch a 
former pupils, match 
against the school side 
and being stopped at the 
gate by a master. Jock 
had a soccer ball under 
his arm and the master 
said Jock could go in, 
but the soccer ball 
couldn't. 


EMIGRATED TO 
AUSTRALIA 


On leaving school, 
Jock worked as a butcher 
for a short time and play- 
ed local soccer, but soon 
decided to seek his for- 
tune in a distant land. 

He recalls emigratin: 
aboard the s.s. Benalla 
and arriving in Mel- 
bourne in August 1924. 
He went north and spent 
his first couple of years 
farming near Echuca. 

He followed this with 
three years in Melbourne, 
working for the Shell Oil 
company and _ started 
playing soccer with Mel- 
bourne Thistle. 

He recalls that their 
home ground was one of 
five pitches side by side, 
between Middle Park sta- 
tion and the present soc- 
cer stadium. 

Tt may cause some 
surprise, and perhaps 


envy, to learn that there 
were often as many as 
5000 people watching 
the five games, as far 
pack as 1928, 


PLAYED FOOTY 


When Jock was up at ~ 


Echuca there was no soc- 
cer played in the area, so, 
believe it or not, Jock 
played FOOTY. 

He only had one sea- 
son because “I wasn’t big 
enough, or good 
enough,” he admitted. 

When with Park Rang- 
ers, Jock was influenced 
by famous Park Rangers 
goal scorer during their 
golden years, Paddy 
Mulcahy, to have a go at 
Gaelic Football, and 
Jock says that was even 
worse. He didn’t stay the 
course for very long. 

In those early days, 
there was a reserves team 
Knockout competition, 
which became the Harry 
Armstrong cup competi- 
tion we know today, In 
the records there is no 
mention of the fact that 
Melbourne Thistle won 
this cup in 1928 and 
Jock played in every 
round except the final. 

A unique feature of 
that year was Jock’s scor- 
ing of seven goals, direct 
from corner kicks. Jock 
was a left winger. A na- 
tural right footer, he con- 
centrated on developing 
his left foot to the point 
‘where he could use either 
with equal effect. 

Two of those goals 
were scored in the sec- 
‘ond replay of the semi- 
final, played against Sun- 
shine United on the same 
area which now con- 
stitutes Sunshine’s City’s 
home ground. 

During this time, Jock 
had a few games with 
Spotswood in Second 
Division and also with 
Williamstown in the First 
Division. 


BACK TO 
FARMING 


In 1930, Jock went 
back to farming. He loy- 
ed the outdoor life. This 
time he went down 
Gippsland and worked 
near Lakes Entranée for 
the next eight years. In 
1938 he moved to Long- 
eranong Agricultural Col- 
lege, near Horsham and 
worked there until he 
joined the army in 1942. 

This was the year he 
married a Queensland 
girl, Veronica, who came 
down to Victoria from 
Longreach. 

He saw service in Vie- 
toria and North Queens- 
land before demob in 
1946. 


BIRTH OF 
PARK RANGERS 


Alex Mackie was the 
founder of Park Rangers. 
Originally the team was a 
junior side for South 
Melbourne United, a 
First Division club, but 
during the war, senior 
Soccer was defunct and 
the juniors played to- 
gether and wanted to 
stay together as they be- 
came seniors, so broke 
away, to become the in- 
dependent Park Rangers 
Soccer Club. 

‘The club was an im 
mediate success. Put into 
the First Division when 
senior Soccer was re 
sumed in 1946, they 


played in three successive 
Dockerty Cup _ finals. 
Beaten in the 1947 final, 
they won the cup in 
1948 and 1949. 

Jock recalls that on 
their playing staff were 
Jackie Wilson, who play- 
ed for Victoria and Aus- 
tralia and another Vic- 
torian representative, 
Jock Mackie, son of the 
club’s founder. 

During this golden 
era, the Reserves team 
won the Junior Cup, six 
years in ‘a row and were 
beaten by Brighton in 
the seventh final. 


SECRETARY 
AND 
PRESIDENT 


Jock was the first sec- 


“retary of Park Rangers 


and held office from 
1946 to 1958, when he 
was elected president, a 
post he held until 1971. 
He relinquished the pres- 
idency because he believ- 
ed that the time had 
come for an infusion of 
new blood into the ad- 
ministration side of the 
club. He is still a regular 
and faithful supporter. 

Tt is true to say that 
Jock Stephen has lived 
for Park Rangers, at least 
in his sporting life. 

An odd recollection 
of Jock’s concerned the 
only Reserves team play- 
er ever to play for Vic- 
toria. 

He was J, B. Barnes, a 
regular with Melbourne 
Thistle seconds. 

Although a_ brilliant 
Soccer player, he refused 
to play for the first team 
and played ail his time in 
Victoria with the Re- 
serves side ... except 
when he was playing for 
the State. 

The State selector of 
that era was a man whom: 
a number of our older 
sportsmen will remem- 
ber, the late J. O. Wil 
shaw who reported Soc- 
cet for the Sporting 
Globe. 


- 
LAST GAME 


In 1954, Jock played 
his last game for Park 
Rangers, when they were 
a man short for a game 
against Prahran, Jock was 
happy to go out on a 
winning note, for he 
helped Rangers to a 5-2 
victory. He recalls that 
the referee for that game 
was Stan Lucas, who is 
still refereeing. It was 
Stan’s first game in Aus- 
tralia. 

In 1956, Jock was 
honoured with Life 
Membership of the club 
which he had served so 
faithfully for ten years 
and continued to do so 
for many more years. 


DOCKERTY CUP 


When asked for com- 
ments on Soccer in Aus- 
tralia, Jock said that he 
was satisfied that it was 
going ahead, but not as 
fast as it should be. 

He would like to see 
more positive and dy- 
namie action py Lop #u- 
ministration. 

He was adamant that 
the Dockerty Cup should 
include the ptemier divi- 
sion after the First 
Round. 

“The present system 
is purely a money saving 
exercise for State League 
clubs and is loaded 
against all other clubs,” 
he said. “There should be 
a round played every 
third Saturday during the 
season”, he -went on, 
“players injured or sus 
pended often miss the 
next one or two rounds 
and the end of season is a 
congestion of cup games, 
with the same old teams 
playing one another, 


time after time. No won- 
der the Soccer public 

bored. If the top 
division had to fight 
through earlier rounds, 
there would always be 
the chance of a low club 
upsetting a top side. 
Metropolitan and coun- 
try clubs would have 
much more incentive and 
the spice of a little club 
going a long way in the 
competition, as happens 
in the FA and Scottish 
cup competitions, would 
always be on the cards.” 
He wants to see two 
wn and two down. 
hroughout the competi- 
ion, Ten years ago, he 
suggested that the State 
League should have two 
divisions, but now fav- 
ours, as most Soccer lov- 
ers in Victoria do, a unit- 
ed Victorian League, 
with as many divisions as 
necessary and uniform

WELCOME TO STATE LEAGUE 
SUNSHINE CITY 


ITS A FAR CRY 
from an abandoned 
wartime searchlight 
site on Sunshine 
Park to the present 
day Sunshine ‘City 
soccer outfit - but 
that's where it all 
began. 


British born Tom 
Higgins had just been de- 
mobilised from wartime 
service with the Austra- 
lian Navy, and six sport 
Starved years of the 
second world war had 
ended, in common with 
other ex-servicemen of 
those early postwar 
years Tom decided that 
the suburbs needed a 
new soccer club, and so 
from this modest start 
was born Western 
Suburbs - forerunner of 
today's Sunshine City 
club. 

Tom Higgins with Ron 
White (still with the club) 
and other intrepid soccer 
pioneers spent many happy 
hours that first hot postwar 
summer digging out the con- 
crete searchlight base to 
make the ground usable for 
that first season at Sunshine 
Park, Tom Higgins ably as- 
sisted by Ron White co- 
founder of the club com- 
menced what was to become 
a sixteen year uninterupted 
run as secretary of the club. 


Tom was a champion ath- 
lete and former captain of 
the Victorian soccer team in 
matches against’ China in 
1941, and a Palestine touring 
side in 1939 retired from 
the club in 1962 and resides 
in retirement at Ocean 
Grove where he still follows 
the club fortunes in the 
press. 


When Sunshine became a 
city in 1950 the club changed 
its name to that of Sunshine 
City soccer club to identify 
better with the area. 


Those ears days were a 
struggle for the club, and 
members frequently dipped 
into their pockets to keep it 
afloat, 1951 saw Sunshine 
City relegated to the second 
Division (equivalent of 
todays first division). 

In 1952 after a humiliating 
10-2 defeat by Moreland they 
managed to survive the 
season intact. 


TRADITION 


1953 saw the beginning of 
the preat junior tradition at 
Sunshine City, the seniors 
ended the season eighth in 
the Teague, but the juniors 
with such stalwarts as 
present day clubman Micky 
Hope and today's chairman 
Stewart Johnson managed to 
win the Liston Cup, the Dun- 
Kling Shield for schoolboys, 
runners-up in the U/I7's 
won the U/I5's champ on- 
ship, and runners-up in the 
U/I4s, 


The 50's saw the club 
maintain their status in the 
League. never winning it but 
usually in the top half of the 
table, during this period the 
club was consolidated and 
built into a solid soccer club. 


The sixties continued in 
the same vein until the low 
spot in the clubs history in 
1965 when after winning only 
5 games they ended bottom 
of the ladder and suffered 
the indignity of relegation to 
the second division. 


1966 season was a triumph 
for the club when after win- 
ning 18 games, no draws, 
and only four defeats they 
took out the flag by five 
clear points, so it was first 
division soccer for Sunshine 
City once again. 


In 1972 the club finished 
the season in a great win- 
fling sequence and the 
Teague title was decided in 
the very last game of the. 
Season, in a stirring game in 
which, Sunshine. City played 
80 minutes with 10 men 
Prahran Slavia clinched the 
first Division flag, and Sun- 
shine became runners-up in 
the League, a valiant effort 
against a team reputed to be 


‘6n a $100 per man for a win. 
1973 season started on a 
winning note with Sunshine 
Jeading all the way into 


ci 
the final rounds of the 
League only to be pipped at 
the post once again by Moo- 
Foolbark United. runners-up 
once again. 

Durmg this period the 


side was coached by for- 
mer Melbourne star, Jim- 
my McIntyre, Soccer Ide- 
nity and Manager of the 
Club at this time was Les 
Shorrock who resigned 

at the endof the season 
and joined Brighton. 


COMMITTEE 


At the 1973 annual meet- 
ing several new committee 
members were recruited to 
Teinforce the organisational 
side of the club amongst 
them were former Mel- 
bourne soccer player and 
local accountant Mr Tony 
Buxton as treasurer and 
Matt Patterson as publicity 
officer, local police sergeant 
Doug Hilton continued to do 
‘a great job as club secretary 
a vital position in the club 
set-up. 


Local sportsman and long 
serving member Ron Booth 
was appointed team man- 
ager. dynamic chairman and 
local identity Mr Stewart 
Johnson was appointed to of- 
fice. Scott Frew returned 
from holiday in the UK and 


was appointed deputy 
chairman where he con- 
tinues to perform sterling 
work on behalf of the club. 

Bill McCullough continued 
as president and figurehead 
of the club, and his inter- 
pretation of the committee 
Tules and club constitution 
have delighted alt lucky 
enough to be present at the 
meetings, Sammy Wilson 
has played his usual active 
role in club affairs and 
hardworking Sam Boslem 
and his wife Priscilla con- 
tinue to do their stint 

At this time the club was 
lucky to secure the services 
of Tan’ Petherick as team 
coach. This dedicated Aus: 
tralian has been an in- 
spiration to all who come in 
contact with him, after a 
spell with State League Po- 


lonia last year which he was 
instrumental in saving rom. 
relegation he now heads up 
the coaching task ai Sun- 
shine City. 


1974 saw Ian Petherick put 
the players through some 
pretty gruelling pre-season 
training. a feature being 
Sunday morning, runs on 
Flemington racecourse. no 
Melbourne @up horse 
Worked harder. 


None of the 1973 seasons 
Players were lost to the 
club, and we entered the 
1974 championship race with 
our Staff intact.

brothers have an incredible 
24 years combined service 
with the club, 23 year old 
Steve "Butch" Kokoska who 
began his career with the 
U/12's has had a tremendous 
year and must be considered 
for the Victorian squad. his 
tight defensive covering, 
teamwork and heading abili- 
ty are superb.

hindrance or interference 
from the A.S.F. or any 
other soccer organisation 
at present in operation in 
Australia. 

2.3) Sponsorships 
and TV and Radio cover- 
age rates shall be negoti- 
ated by the Company 
without consideration of 
or interference from the 
AS.F. or any other soc- 
cer bodies at present con- 
stituted in Australia. 

2.4) The entrance 
fees to any fixtures pro- 
moted by N.S.L.A. shall 
be determined annually 
by the Company. 

2.5) Soccer promo- 
tions instigated by the 
AS.P., requiring the ser- 
vices of players registered 
with N.S.L.A,, must be 
négotiated with and ap- 
proved by the Company 


and proper _ financial 
agreements concluded 
prior to any commit- 


ments being made. 

2.6) The Company 
shall undertake to pro- 
vide players required to 
form the Australian Nat- 
ional Soccer Team for 
competition in inter- 
national friendly 
matches, World Cup 
matches or any other 
international competi- 
tion, only after the dates 
and’ venues of such 
matches have been com- 
monly agreed to by the 
Company and the A.S.F. 

2.7) The Company 
shall endeavour to pro- 
mote the soccer pools in 
Australia and “to obtain 
the maximum revenue 
from overseas establish- 
ments for the use of all 
fixtures under the jiris- 
diction of the N.S.L.A. 
which may eventually be 
¥equested by these estab- 
lishments. 

2.8) The formation 
of all policy matters rela- 
ting to the promotion 
and programming of the 
soccer code in Australia 
under the jurisdiction of 
the N.S.L.A. shall be the 


responsibility of the 
Board of Directors and 
all matters of public im- 
portance shall be con- 
veyed to the media only 
by authorised Company 
members (e.g. the Seere- 
tary/Manager). 

2.9) The Company 
shall endeavour to direct 
its units to operate their 
affairs on a professional 
or semi-professional basis 
approved by the Com- 
pany and to renumerate 
their staffs in accordance 
with the bylaws of the 
Company. 

2.10) The Company 


“reserves the right to re- 


view the number of units 
competing in the 
N.S.L.A, after a period 
of two (2) years. The 
Company also. reserves 
the right to vet future 
replacements or applica- 
tions to the N.S.L.A. de- 
pendent upon the candi- 
dates ability to comply 
with the membership ac- 
ceptance conditions as 
specified by the Com- 
yany. 

2.11) The Company 
shall NOT at any time 
engage in any venture to 
obtain licensed club 
premises in opposition to 
the units comprising the 
N.S.L.A. but shall be en- 
couraged to obtain dig- 
nified offices-and meet- 
ing rooms in which to 
conduct all admin- 
istration and promotion- 
al matters under the 
jurisdiction of the 
N.S.L.A. relating to the 
code of soccer. 


3. The Company Units 
(Clubs) 


3.1) The twelve (12) 
units comprising the 
Company shall be com- 
posed of the following:— 

6 units from N.S.W. 
(4 Sydney, 1 Newcastle, 
1 Wollongong) 

4 units from Victoria 

1 unit, from. South 
Australia (State Repre- 
sentation) 

1 unit from Queens- 
land (State Representa- 
tion). 

3.2) The units shall 
initially each contribute 
5000 ordinary’ shares at a 
cost of $1 per share to 
the formation of the 
Company, 

3.3) Each unit shall 
then pay to the N.S.L.A. 
an annual membership 
fee of $3000 in advance 
of each soccer season for 
the first two years of the 
competition. After this 
period the Board shall 
review this amount in ac- 
cordance with the admin- 


istrative needs of the 
Company. 
3.4) The units shall at 


all times be administered 
and managed by a Secre- 
tary/Manager (or Man- 
ager/Coach) supplement- 
ed by a senior and assist- 
ant coach, a qualified 
masseur, an honorary 


doctor and a gear stew-~ 


ard. The playing staff of 
each unit shall be no less 
than 16 and no more 
than 20 players dually 
registered with the 
N.S.L.A. and the A.S.F. 

(To comply with this 
condition, it is estimated 
that the wage bill would 
be approximately 
$95,000 per annum), 

3.5) The units shall at 
all times endeavour to 
obtain the best playing 
areas in the cities in 
which the N.S.L.A. has 
jurisdiction. 

In fact the acquisition 
of suitable stadia shall be 
a pre-tequisite for mem- 
bership of the N.S.L.A. 


4, The Competition 


4.1) The Company 
shall commence the com- 
petition on the Ist of 
February, 1975, with a 
grand opening in all cities 
under the jurisdiction of 
the N.S.L.A. The spon- 
sored competition shall 
be called the Australian 
National Cup and the 


winners shall be regarded 
as the Australian Cup 
Holders for the year. 
4.2) The League 
Competition, conducted 
by the N.S.L.A. shall 
commence on 16th 
March 1975 and shall be 


_sponsored by a reputable 


firm or a consortium of 
firms to be endorsed by 
the Board of the Com- 
pany. 

4.3) The | League 
Competition shall be on 
a basis of home and away 
fixtures with each of the 
units concerned fully and 
individually _ responsible 
for home fixtures and 
gate takings. 

4.4) Promotion and 
relegation shall become 
operational after a period 
of two (2) years from the 
commencement of the 
N.S.L.A. competition 
and shall be considered 
as follows:— 

(a) That the unit 
coming last in the State 
of NS.W. or Victoria 
(South * Australia and 
Queensland are exempt 
from these _consider- 
ations) be relegated from 
the N.S.L.A. competi- 
tion. 

(b) That a replace- 
ment for the relegated 
unit be selected from the 
States of N.S.W. or Vic- 
toria and accepted into 
the N.S.L.A, provided 
that the unit is capable 
of complying with’ the 
membership conditions 
of the Company, and is 
endorsed by the majority 
of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 


5. Recommendations 


To conclude, in addi- 
tion to the aforemention- 
ed conditions it would 
also be suggested that the 
Company carefully con- 
siders:— 

5.1) ‘That the present 
State Federations should 
be encouraged to con- 
tinue to operate on an 
amateur or part-time 
basis and that they shall 
include in their competi- 
tions nursery teams from 
each of those units oper- 
ating in the N.S.L.A. 

5.2) That in order to 
Promote and foster 
strong Australian based 
foundations, 50 per cent 
of the playing staff of 
the N.S.L.A. units should 
consist of Australian 
born players and 
migrants domiciled in 
Australia prior to their 
eighteenth birthday. 

Additional items coh- 
cerning the formation of 
the league — as specified 
in the above report the 
initial league should con-

“OLYMPIC PARK fans were treated to one of the 
“most colourful State League games of the season on 
Sunday when George Cross beat Fitzroy United 


Alexander 5-3. 


The game had, everything. Drama, excitement, 
thrills, suspense, the lot. And it was all recorded on 
TY, and believe it or not, in colour! 


Tt was the first State 
League game to be film- 
ed by colour cameras in 
preparation for colour 
television next March. 
‘The ABC spent the after- 
noon at the park record- 
ing all the play. 

They couldn’t have 
had it better. Referee 
dim Dixon was knocked 
out by a spectator dress- 
ed in a red sweater seven 
minutes from the end. 

“The spectator jumped 
the fence after Mr Dixon 
had awarded a penalty to 
Fitzroy. The irate fan ran 
across to the referee and 
struck him with his 
clenched fist. Mr Dixon 
fell to the ground. 

The spectator took 
off to the other side of 
the ground chased by 
linesmen Terrv Tovev 
and Mike Taussing, who 
1s also a commentator on 
GTV9 “Live Soccer” 
shows. Seven policemen 
also took chase with a 
few hundred fans who 
had also jumped the 
fence. 

They caught the spec- 
tator ‘and he was arrest- 
ed. The man was charged 
with assault on referee 
Dixon, who after re- 
covering from the blow, 
continued the match 25 
minutes later, 

The trouble started 
when the referee award- 
ed a penalty to Fitzroy 
after George Gillan was 
fouled by Paul Murphy. 
Frank Donachie conyert- 
ed from the penalty spot 
to make the score 5-3 
and to give himself a 
hat-trick of goals. 

Earlier the game open- 
ed sensationally when 


George Cross raced ahead 
with three quick goals. 
The first came from a 
mix-up in the ‘Fitzroy 
goal when Chris Econo- 
medis fumbled the ball 
and Barry Webb tapped 
it into the net. 

The second was made 
by Johnny Gardiner 
when he carried it up to 
Barry Webb and a fine 
cross saw Kevin Walker 
hammer it into the net to 
put George Cross two up.
